Ir is always delightful to read a letter from “S. G. O. 
There is a sound homeliness and genuine freshness 
about his style far more convincing than the polished 
results of technical rhetoric. He goes to the root of 
the matter at once, and in a few slashing sentences 
exhausts thesubject. Social evils are his great forte; and 
this time, when France is beginning to light the pipe 
of peace; when representatives give reporters a holi- 
day ; when Italy is unmercifully sentenced to six months 
suspense, and there is no very stirring topic except 
Mr. Bright's new agitation, S. G. O.“ comes out in 
defence of the rights of woman, and the necessity 
that exists for an altered system of education in her 
case. 
It is an ascertained fact that in the British Islands 
there are, at the present moment, three millions of 
women who are not only self-supporting, but who 
assist in the support of fathers, husbands, brothers, 
or children. These, however, belong chiefly to the 
lower classes, and earn their bread very much by 
manual labour or domestic service. The higher 
classes have little to complain of. In their case parent® 
are able, from their wealth and influence, to secure 
what is called a good position for their daughters, by 
marriage or settled income. The middle classes 
chiefly suffer under difficulties respecting the 
female members of their families. In their case, the 
parent of three or four hundred a year, especially if 
he be a “professional,” educates his daughter for “a 
rise in life” by marriage, and by marriage alone, 
Our young ladies are tanght a little smattering of 
dismal geography, a few of Longfellow's poems, a 
rapid manipulation of piano keys, a small modicum 
of French or German, and a great deal of the polka 
In our schools, in general, they are taught nothing 
which is calculated to prepare them for the actual 
duties of that life which the majority of them will 
have to endure—nothing of household duties, nothing 
of domestic economy, nothing of the practical busi- 
ness of every-day life. We banish our daughters to 
school for three or four years, and then receive them 
home, very interesting and very charming doubtless, 
but also very useless. They may meet with an eligi- 
ble match early in life—that is what they are taught 
to look forward to—but they may not. Even at the 
best we should take into account the uncertainty of 
success, the illusiveness of hope, and the frustration 
of the best-arranged plans. Often the young bride 
sets out upon her voyage over the ocean of life but 
to suffer pitiable shipwreck; and, trained from her 
earliest years to look for support only from others, too 
often she sinks under her difficulties, unaided and 
unfriended. 

The remarks of “S. G. O.” refer tothe foolish pride 
of middle-class parents respecting their offspring of 
either sex, but they bear specially upon the artificial 
position of what are called educated women :— 


„The £200, £300 a-year parent is as determined 
that his sons and daughters shall be gentlemen and 
é ladies---i.e., work only with the brain---as the man 
“of £2,000 a-year income. Youths, intoxicated by 
“the adulation of platform speakers, struggle for 
‘eminence,’ in the full belief that, as A B and C, 

“ &c., rose to be Chancellors, merchant princes, peers, 
“bishops, or bankers, so is the path open to them, 
“and they will succeed! Instead ofa friend and 
“source of comfort to honest, hard manual toil, edu- 
“cation is followed as the door of escape from any- 
“thing so menial. Two-thirds of the ladies so-called, 
“poor creatures! who now, on less wages than upper 
“ housemaids are pitied as governesses, owe their sad 
“condition to the folly of their parents; they 
“would have been happier, far better paid, 
“as ladies’ maids, or even housemaids. I hear 
“*shame’ cried on myself for this opinion. I hear it 
“said, Can this be philanthropy? Make ‘ menials’ 
“of young women, who know more than half the 
“ peeresses of former reigns ever knew—women who 
“have been taught as ladies, who have that depth of 
„learning which could almost answer the questions 
“set for certificated country schoolmistresses by 
„Government Inspectors! My answer is, I see no- 
“thing wrong even in an astronomess cleaning a 
“grate. I have known men in the stable, and women 
“ with blacklead on their fingers, happy and saving 
“in home- service,“ who were great readers, had a 
“more than common appreciation of good music, 
“good poetry, who could write letters to their re- 
“Jativesor masters as well expressed as those of 
“many a governess, many a noble patron or patroness 
“of ‘associations for the social elevation of the work- 
“ing classes. 

The remedy for th@ position of women of the 
middle class depends solely upon the parents. In- 
stead of teaching our daughters to look forward to 
marriage alone, as that which will secure to them “a 
“rise in life,” our duty is to give them not only a 
more healthy and practical education, but to teach them 
contentment in a lot which may not, perhaps, be quite 
so “genteel” as friends would desire for them, but 
infinitely more happy, because more independent. 
If that contentment has also “the godliness which 

“aims at the great eminence of a Christian's end; 

“ that the mind may be cultivated overmuch if it is 
“ made by teaching restless, ambitious, and vexed with 

the duties of its own station. Let them educate to 

“refine, and give wholesome occasional restoration 

“ to the brain, which has its work of necessity mono- 

“tonous; let the young be taught that man has a 

“higher aim than mere worldly eminence, that few 

“can reach that eminence; when obtained, few are 

“the years for its enjoyment ; whereas the wisdom 

“which reads, in aid of wholesome, perhaps lowly 

“employment, rightly used, will lighten life's bur- 

“dens, and seoure abiding eminence and peace at its 

“ conclusion.” 

Much has been done and is doing in England, not

1 may N our stalwart 
young men from their desire to pursue occapation 
i suited to women, or the Legislature may 
interfere to protect the industrial rights of the 
latter. Meanwhile we may insist that our daughters 
may be taught some lessons in the duties of prac- 
tical life, and have some training for the future. We 
may teach them that marriage is, after all, an un- 
certainty, and that a woman does not owe her chief 
duty to society, but to her husband, her children, 
and her home. All cannot become skilful mu- 
sicians, or learned governesses, or first-rate authors, 
but, all may be made good wives, tender mothers, 
and active housekeepers. There are duties which 
women should be jealous of, every hour assigned to 
hirelings. There are occupations which make the 
humblest home a paradise, and the most frugal meal 
a banquet. One in a thousand of our wives know 
these, and feel their importance, and that rather by 
nature than education, for, our daughters are taught 
to struggle for effect and to attract by showy ac- 
complishments, often very shallow at the best, in- 
stead of learning those unseen, silent arts which 
make home happy by making it independent. 


We draw attention to the letter signed “ A Sub- 
scriber,” which appears in our columns to-day. It 
is an evident anomaly that general officers, out of 
employment, and who, as our correspondent justly 
remarks, may be, and very frequently are, Colonels 
of Regiments, should be totally ignored in the 
roll of precedence in Ireland. Officers of the army 
and navy of every grade, whenattending her Ma- 
jesty's Court, have each assigned to them the position 
to which their respective rank entitles them, and 
they have every right to expect the same con- 
sideration when attending the Court of her repre- 
sentative in this country. 

The roll of precedence in Ireland, as far as it re- 
lates to the higher military grades, certainly requires 
revision; and we feel sure that the matter only 
requires to be brought to the notice of Sir Bernard 
Burke to induce him at once to make this neces- 


sary change. 


The Times on Sir Archibald Alison’s Speech at 
Glasgow on our Military Position: --- 


One is naturally glad to hear Sir Archibald Alison 
talk on a military subject, for there is reason to believe 
that he understands it better than any other. In his 
Glasgow spcech the other night the worthy baronet took 
a survey of our military position, and came to the same 
conclusion as most of us—that a volunteer force, well 
equipped, trained. and drilled, is an absolute necessity 
for the country. We agree in so much of what fell from 


some of the propositions which he put forth. His creed 
isto a greatexient that of the Horse Guards and the 
Admiralty—namely, that England has done very wrong 
in not keeping up a very much larger army, and a very 
much larger navy, during the last forty years. The 
next best thing is for the nation to take its defence iuto 
its own hands, and to produce something which, if not 
equal to regular troops, may be in time of danger, a not 
insufficient substitute. 

But as soon as as the French people showed signs of 
the restless disposition which had distinguished them for 
the last few years, it became the duty of Government to 
take further precautions. This, we admit, has been 
done slowly ; yet it has been done, From the time of 
the Prince de Joinville pamphlet the Navy has 
endaged the attention of the State, and, though we may 
be rivalled for a time by the spasmodic efforts of another 
Powor, yet the lasting maritime strength of this country 
is now greater than ever it was. When Sir Archibald 
Alison speaks of the 107 ships of the line which were 
in commission in the year 1815, he hardly deals fairly 
with his audience. Every one knows that these vessels, 
old 74’s mounting only 24 or 32 pounders, were mere 
nutshells by the side of the vast hulks which now put 
to sea, and indeed would hardly be a match for a second- 
class frigate of modern times. The expense of steam 
machinery is immense, and it is plain that, should a naval 
war ever recur, it will be fought out by fewer, though 
much more formidable vessels. 

Now, we partly deny Sir Archibald’s facts and partly 
dissent from his conclusions. As to the smallness of 
the force kept up by land and sea, it is certainly true 
that during the period of the Restoration and the Or- 
leans dynasty in France the armies and fleets of Eng- 
land were very much weaker than during the great war, 
or during the last few years. At that time the nations 
of Europe were thoroughly exhausted,and in no country 
was there any inclination for offensive warfare. <A 
whole generation of Frenchmen had been slaughtered, 
and a whole quarter of a century was a blank in the 
industrial annals of the nation. France was poor, 
worn ont with fighting, and had turned its attention 
for a time to domestic ‘and political conflicts. The 
Army was not more than such a country was éntitled 
to, and the Navy had just begun to recover from the 
defeats of the late war. These were the circumstances 
under which England, with a heavy taxation, with a 
people exposed oftei to great misery, and in a normal 
state of discontent, found it possible to practise economy. 
The Army and Navy were reduced, and the money 
which supported them “ was allowed to fructify in the 
pockets of the -' Can any one regret now 
that this was so ? vast armaments had been kept 
up at a time when Charles X. and Louis Philippe were 
bent only on managing their own Chambers, there is not 
the slightest reuson to suppose that we should be better 
off in the way of defence at the present hour, while most 
certainly the springs of industry would not have been 
eased and that general well-being and content diffused 
which are now the main strength of the nation. 

‘yn the point, therefore, of our actual armaments we 
must deny Sir Archibald’s assertion that they are in- 
sufficient for a peace establishment. Our fleets and 
armies were small twenty years ago, because then 
Europe was inclined to peace; but they are now in- 
creased to a point fully sufficient for the purposes of 
defence, if the nation will do its work properly. Of 
course, in these things it is difficult to preserve the 
fitting mean. More shipsand more men may make us 
safer for the time, but then they exhaust the country and 
diminish its power of ensuring its ultimate safety. ‘bres 
year that we can do without a war establishment puts 
so many millions into the pockets of the le. Every 
year that we can leave so many th young men to 
the industry and the social life of the country increases its 
happiness and morality as well as its wealth. Fleets. 
and, still more, armies, are necessary evils, and no man 
is more a benefactor of society than he who enables it 
to do without them. 

Sir Archibald Alison dwells on the case with 
which large bodies of Volunteers could be 
brought from all parts of the country by our railway 
system, and on the su they could give the Regu- 
lars as light troops, doubling the strength of 
the Army. In the whole of these observations we fully 
agree, and we trust that Sir Archibald’s y 
will induce not only Glasgow but the whole A 
to renew the enthusiasm of 1804. 

Ihe movement is, indeed, going so deeply and 
strongly that it requires not so much acceleration as 
One t. however, we must urge. The 
volun ought not to be confined to “ young gen- 
tlemen.” y should not our great companies and

People at Paris or Brussels may 
be — for supposing that we have been hurry- 
ingon great aggressive preparations, the cessation of 
which would be one of the most natural and proper 
signs and of returning confidence; but we in 
England know that our Government has been very 
differently engaged. We have discovered that our whole 
defensive system is weak and inadequate, and we have 
entered upon its thorough refurm. That the grand de- 
velopment of the naval power of France was the fact 
which turned men’s eyes upon our own fleet, and led to 
this discovery, may be granted ; but the fact once recog- 
nised must be acted upon. We can no more forego the 
work of regenerating the service than we can 
from Parliamentary, or Bankruptcy, or any other re- 
form. Our Ministers know this, and thoroughly com- 
prehend the necessity of satisfying the just expectations 
of thecountry. The Emperor of the French, moreover, 
is too sagacious not to understand it; and we ask those 
who honour us with their confidence to believe that his 
Majesty has not made the proposal attributed to him, & 
proposal which would be far more likely to lead to mu: 
tual embarrassment than te promote peace. The mis- 
take of supposing that our weakness is a better guaran- 
tee of peace than the calm consciousness of strength, is 
one which Englishmen of this generation cannot repeat. 
The most valuable hostages we give the world in our 
commerce and our growing detestation of war divest our 
armaments of all offensive character, and we see no rea- 
son whatever for believing that their object is mis- 
understood by our neighbours, or that any interfe- 
rence with them is required in the interests of the al- 
liance. 

The Morning Herald on an Action for Breach of 
Promise of Marriage, tried on Wednesday last in the 
Court of Exchequer, London :— 

Shakspere himself never exhibited a more profound 
knowledge of human nature than did Mr. Serjeant Parry 
the other day, when appearing as counsel for the plaintiff 
in an action for breach of promise of marriage, he 
honestly stated his expectation that the case would excite 
laughter, inasmuch as “laughter is but natural, when 
little love passages are repeated in open court.” rhe 
heart being the acknowledged butt of all frequenters, 
professional or otherwise, of a court of law, the learned 
serjeant had no objection to the usual amount of Innocent 
mirth while he explained the wrongs of his client. He 
only hoped that the seasonable merriment would not pre- 
vent the jury from reflecting gravely on ser‘ous wrongs, 
and that the damages awarded to the plaintiff would 
not be inversely proportioned to the heartiness of the 
laugh. 

That there will be “ fun” somewhere whenever Cupid 
comes into the presence of Themis, is a certainty ; the 
only question is by what particular detail the expected 
amusement will be produced. Sometimes, we regret 
to say, an incident of singu!ar indelicacy is seized upon 
with avidity by a gross-minded audience; sometimes a 
more refined assembly is tickled by the tender platitudes 
of an amatory epistle ; on other occasions a bit of poetry, 
especially if it be an acrostic, is accepted as a delicacy 
of incomparable relish. In the case which elicited the 
wisdom of Mr. Serjeant Parry there was nothing that 
belongs to the category of amusement, but the main 
cause of mirth was the very limited education that had 
been received by the defendant, who, coming into court 
under an imputation of faithlessness, must have been 
greatly surprised to find the state of his mental culture 
made a subject of perpetual comment by the counsel on 
both sides, and the judge Mr. Baron Martin. 

The defendant in question was Mr. William Thomas, 
sou of Dr. Thomas, who owned a valuable property in 
South Wales. For several years he had been the assi- 
duous wooer of Mrs Margaret Harris, a blooming widow, 
who, being without pecuniary resources, resided with 
her brother-in-law, an innkeeper at Aberdare, in South 
Wales. That William Thomas was paying honourable 
addresses no one attempts to deny. Indeed, it seems 
perfectly clear that he wished to marry the lady privately 
during the lifetime of his father, who died in 1858, 
but she preferred a public marriage after the old gen- 
tleman’s decesse. ‘This fastidiousness was a mistake 
on the; art of the fair Mrs. Margaret, who had not re- 
flected sufficiently ov the proverbial value of birds in 
the hand as compared with birds in the bush. The death 
of Dr. Thomas, instead of operating asa signal for the 
grand public nuptials of William and Margaret, was 
followed by the marriage of William with somebody 
else—viz., his cousin, Mare Thomas, whose sister kept 
an inn. likewise at Aberdare. Mr. Serjeant Parry was 
careful to impress upon the jury the fact that the case 
offered to their consideration had nothing in common 
with those romantic tales which record how the faithless 
knight deserts a Jow-born damsel to espouse a maiden of 
high degree. False to individuals, he was constant to 
the genus, simply transferring his affections from Mrs. 
Margaret Ilarris, of the Crown, to Miss Mary Thomas, 
of a similar establishment in the same town. With 
female hearts he might trifle, but he was true to the li- 
censed victuallers. 

Nor could his desertion of Mrs. Margaret Harris be 
traced to the fastidiousness sometimes consequent upon 
intellectual superiority. Blessed with an income of 
some £2,000 a year, he combined the accomplishments 
of Squire Western with the disdain of pedantry proper 
to a medieval baron. In youth he had been to school, 
but, to use the figurative language of Mrs. Harris’s 
sister, he proved an “empty bottle,” and learned no- 
thing. His chief companions were his dogs and horses 
and he was utterly unable to write. Yes, unable to 
write. This little peculiarity was pounced upon with 
with wondrous appetite’ when the woes of Mrs. Harris 
were laid before the Court of Exchequer. His 
own counsel, Mr. Edwin James, courteously 
began by styling him a Welsh gentleman, not highly 
cultured, and ended by expressing an opinion that 
he was further advanced in reading than in writing. Mr. 
Baron Martin could scarcely believe that a man residing 
in a house that contained furniture to the value cf £3,000, 
and enjoying an income of more than £2,000 a year, had 
made such a very small advance in erudition, though he 
profoundly observed that wisdom was not always the 
concomitant of wealth. 

But if William Thomas could not write himself, he 
found some one to write for him, and no sooner had 
Mrs. Margaret Harris filed her declaration than a bat- 
tery of pleas was erected, which, when read, excited 
the wonder of the Court almost as much as the 
ignorance of the defendant. That accomplished gentle- 
man found himself pleading—first, that he did not 
promise at all; secondly, that the plaintiff was not 
willing to marry Aim ; and, thirdly, that at the 
time of his promise she was a married woman. Never 
was ingenuity more completely worsted than in the 
construction of this legal fort. The plaintiff stated, in 
her replication, that she did not sue the defendant upon 
the promise, he had made her while a married woman, 
but upon those which he had madé her subse- 
quently to her fhusband’s death, and so satisfactorily 
did she prove the promise and the death that the great 
plea, pronounced by Mr. Baron Martin to be “ most 
wonderful,” was shivered to atoms, and even the de- 
fendant’s counsel stepped upon the ruins, hinting that 
it was hard to impute the astuteness of the pleadings 
to a gentleman who could neither read nor write.. The 
late Mr. Harris had been one of those travelling charac- 
ters who are in the habit of leaving their friends, and 
more especially their wives, in a state of terrible uncer- 
tainty as to whether they were alive or dead ; and 
there certainly was a time when Mrs. Harris 
did not know whether she were a wife or widow. How- 
ever, that point had been cleared up long before the 
defendant had even become acquainted with the 
plaintiff, and he was perfectly aware that Harris had 
died in a voyage home from South Africa.

I therefore request 
your attention to “ the Roll of Precedence in Ireland,” 
as published in “ Thom’s Almanac,” “ by command of 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.—J. BEnRNARD 
Bourke, Ulster.“ 

Amongst the military classes come— 

1. The General Commanding the Forces in Ireland. 

2. The Officers Commanding the Military Divisions 
in Ireland. 

3. The Deputy Adjutant-General. 

4. The Deputy Quartermaster-General. 

5. The Officers Commanding the Artillery and Engi- 
neers. 

Not a word about General Officers out of employ, and 
who may be colonels of regiments too, nd senior in the 
army to many of the above. Surely it cannot be 
meant that they are to walk in after their juniors. 
Again, the Officers Commanding the Artillery and 
the Engineers will often be senior to the Deputy 
Adjutant-Generals and Deputy Quartermaster-Gene- 
ral—and his commands are much more important than 
the duties entrusted to either of those staff officers. 
Would they Abmit to walk after their juniors because 
the Lord Lieutenant’s “ Irish Precedence Roll” so fixes ? 
I know not. Their commissionsare from the Queen, 
and her Viceroy cannot cancel them. 

Again—The officer commanding the forces in Ireland 
is placed in that roll below a whole string of second and 
third rank law officials ; whereas, at her Majesty’s 
court even “colonels” of the army take precedence of 
all of these. 

N.B.—There is no place whatever given in the Irish 
roll for General and Field Officers of the Army, unless, 
indeed, they are intended to be included in the two 
classes “esquires” and “ gentlemen” who are placed at

Srr,—Perceiving, unexpectedly, that my name is in- 
troduced into your leading article in this morning’s 
Times, I take the liberty of addressing you on the sub- 
ject of “ The Bakers’ Strike,“ as also to correct some inac- 
curacies into which you have fallen respecting the price 
of bread, markets, &c., &c. 

I cannot give you a better proof of the unreasonable- 
ness of the strike than by informing you that I have 
for years been in the habit of paying wages at the rate 
of twenty to forty shillings per week, according to ability, 
but now, were 1 to submit to be dictated to by the 
„Society I would have to pay the most incompetent 
man as highly as the most experienced, and not only so, 
but I should receive into my house whatever men the 
Society were pleased to allot me, whether I approved of 
themas workmen or not; and as no employer with the least 
particle of independence could submit to such a system 
of dictation, I dismissed upwards of twenty society men 
on this day week, and replaced them with non-society 
men, who not only do my work as well, but better, 
than the old hands were in the habit of doing it. 
Yon have fullen into a mistake in attributing the re- 
cent advance in price of bread to the rise in wages 
consequent on “the strike,“ as, although wages 
have risen nearly sufficieut to warrant bread 
being raised, still the real cause of the halfpenny 
being put upon the 4lb. loaf is owing to the grelt advance 
which has taken place in wheat and flour the last six 
weeks, (say 6s. to 83. per barrel on wheat, and 5s. to 
6s. 3d. per sack on flour), and which advance would have 
fully justified double the rise which has taken place in 
bread. 

You are also mistaken in supposing that Messrs. Man- 
ders have not raised the price of their bread, as they have 
done so exactly in the same proportion as all the other 
parties in the trade, and, indeed, it is that highly respec- 
table firm which has for many years taken the initiative 
in both raising and lowering the price of bread, in accor- 
dance with the prevailing state of the corn market.

It was be- 
cause they found it impossible to put down 
intemperance by mora means, that they now 
resorted to the Legislature. The lecturer then 
combated the idea that public-houses could be suffi- 
ciently well regulated to prevent intemperance. He 
denied that in toto. If the public-houses now in exist- 
ence were indeed properly regulated, they would not be 
chargeable with theprevailing drunkenness, but they were 
not. And how could they fora moment be considered 
well regulated when all the drunkenness which they wit- 
nessed in the streets originated in them. ‘True, the ma- 
gistrates made inquiries about the management of them 
when they granted the renewal of the licences, but of 
whom did they make inquiries ? why, of the police, who 
can go to these houses when they please and drink what 
they like. The lecturer then referred to the improved 
condition of those districts in England and Scotland 
in which temperance most prevailed, and argned 
that the interest of the subject and Government alike 
were concurred in suppressing the use of intoxicating 
drinks. At the conclusion of his address, Mr. Bowly 
was loudly applauded. Some other speeches were 
then made, in which statistics, pathetic and pertinent an- 
necdotes, were introduced to enforce the views of the 
speaker ; after which a vote of thanks was passed to 
the lecturer. Mr. James Haughton was then called to 
the second chair, and a vote of thanks having been 
passed to Mr. Pim accompanied with some highly com- 
plimentary observations, the meeting separated. 


MELANCHOLY AND FATAL ACCIDENT. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

BALTINGLASss, Nov. 25.—An accident of a most melan 
choly and painful nature occurred at a place ealled 
Creevin. in the County of Carlow, a few days ago, 
which, I regret to say, terminated in the death of a 
young girl, about seventeen or eighteen years ef age, 
who was a servant toa Mr. Brien of that place.

New Metuop or Pai Nr. -A French lithogra phie 
printer, M. Desire Chevalier, has invented a new method 
of printing, to which he has given the name of Neo- 
graphy. It consists chiefly in the substitution of blocks, 
composed of woven substances (vegetable or metallic), 
of in fact any other sort of blocks possessing the quality 
of being permeable instead of those in ordinary use. As 
soon as the substance composing the block gives a free 
passage to the ink, colour, or dye material, it can be 
printed from, and this is effected. either by means of a 
brush, as in the open black letters, or by means of a press 
and inking pads. The use of these pads, which act as 
real receptacles of ink, is said to have this advantage. 
that a considerable number of proofs (at least fifty) 
ma’ be thrown off without inking, which is tedious, 
er setting the roller in motion, which is still 
"nore tedious, so that with endless paper the passage 
of the block under the press goes on rapidly, and 
almost without interruption. Inked cylinders may also 

be employed. This new method ef printing also renders 
possible the use of block in the decoration of substances 
where it was formerly impracticable, such as porcelain 
tea-trays, varnished sheet iron, marble, wood, stone, 
glass, &c. By means of it also an impression of different 
colours can be got by a single stroke of the press. In 
certain cases as many as twenty colours may be used at 
the same time. Besides making use of woven substances 
as printing surfaces, and of ink-distributing pads in or- 
der to givea precise and definite form to the impression, 
every part of the surface which ought to be impenetrable 
to the ink is rendered so by gutta-percha or copper laid 
on by galvanism ; any other impermeable substance 
will answer the purpose. Thus, a solution of gutta- 
perbha, laid on with a small brush, is sufficient for the 
preparation of a neographic block. By filling up the 
ground and leaving the outlines of the pattern, the im- 
pression Will give black forms on a white ground ; by 
covering the lines with gutta-percha, and leaving the 
round permeable, the impression will give white forms 
on a black ground,

ceased to appear at the surface. The lower the temper- 
ature at which the ice was formed, the more abun- 
dant was the efflorescence. Direct experiments made by 
freezing sea-water in a large tub showed that the unfore- 
seen residuum contained a considerable portion of salt 
expressed from the ice. The lecturer, therefore, inferred 
that, after the efflorescence had ceased to form on the 
surface, the saline particles were precipitated into the 
unforeseen liquid below. In exposing the residuum 
liquid from which the ice had been separated toa 
freezing temperature, a second residuum was obtained. 
containing more salts than the former ; and by repeat- 
ing the process several times there remained finally 
a strong solution of brine. He (Dr. Walker) endeavoured 
by reversing this process to procure fresh water. He 
melted the ice of sea water and froze it over again, re- 
peating the operation several times. Ice was thus ob- 
tained which, when melted, gave water having a density 
of from 1°0025 to 10020. A “heavy nip” having occur- 
red in the floe near the ship afforded an opportunity of 
examining a quautity of the ice at different depths. 
The thickness of the entire mass was 54 inches; the 
density of the solution obtained by melting successive 
portions varied from 170078 tol.0050—thvse near the 
surface giving a liquid of ahigher density than the 
rest. The learned gentleman then referred at some 
length to the different gradations from water to ice, and 
concluded amid applause. '

Yet, he (counsel) read an extract from a 
speech delivered by Lerd Lyndhurst in the House of 
Commons, which was in direct contravention to this 
admissien. I am unable to conceive fur what imaginable 
purpose that passage was read. Ican perfectly under- 
stand the learned counsel's having read the passage, if, in 
point of law, his proposition wascontroverted. No higher 
authority could be found than that of Lord Lyndhurst, and 
he appeared to be of opinion the action could not lie. (His 
honour then read one or two extracts from the speech 
referred to.) It has been said that I used strong lan- 
guage in saying that Mr. Robinson “ surreptitiously 
copied the subject of the petitioner’s picture.” I did 
no more than use the same phrase that Lord Lyndhurst 
used ; I have merely said that it was a fraud, and 
breach of trust. I have the authority of Lord Lyndhurst 
on this point; but, were I in doubt as to my own view, 
it is rather a remarkable fact that that learned judge 
stated, amongst other things, that a naval officer whose 
literarv'prodce ions were very po ular, sent two painting- 
to be lined. In the first place, it cannot be said that this 
step wasa publication of the pictures. They were de- 
tained a long time, and when he went to inquire after 
the person to whose care they had been committed, he 
discovered that his workshop was not in the place where 
it had been represented to be, but some miles off. The 
officer went to the workshop, but did not find his pic- 
tures; he saw, however, a ladder slung under th: 
trap-door, by which he affected an entrance to a top- 
room, where he saw his own pictures, surrounded 
by copies, three or four of which were furnished, and a 
few more in process ot completion. Now, according to 
the argument of counsel for the respondents, an action 
would lie in this case, yet one of the most eminent 
lawyers, who naturally had a strong personal feeling 
towards artists, being himself related to a distinguished 
artist, and possessing some of the finest specimens of art 
appeared to be of opinion that. no action lay. At the 
conclusion of his (Lord Lyndhurst’s) speech, he moved 
that a committee might be appointed to investigate and 
inquire into the entire subject, which has been discussed 
in the present case.

COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH—Sarturpar. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jury). 
Bradshaw v. Kelly. 

Mr. Harrison opened the pleadings. 

The action was brought to recover the sum of £42 
13s. 4d., for whiskey sold to the defendant by the plain- 
tiff, who is a distiller, resident in the county Down. The 
entire account amounted to £145 3s. 4d., but credit was 
given for different payments, which reduced it to the 
amount claimed. 

Mr. Charles Barry, Q.C., stated the case on behalf of 
the (ef -ndant. He said that the dealings had been car- 
ried on between a nian named M‘Cullagh, the agent of 
the plaintiff, and the defendant’s wife, who kept the ac- 
counts for the defendant, he being an illiterate man. 
The defendant’s wife was dead, and since her death he 
disputed the amount claimed by the plaintiff. An in- 
vestigation took place into the accounts between 
the parties, and the result of it was the defendant 
insisted he paid a sum amounting to £41, for which he 
alleged he did not get credit. “The matter was referred 
to arbitration, the plaintiff appointing a mercantile 
man, and the defendant a schoolmaster. ‘The arbitration, 
however, did not take place, it being alleged the mercan- 
tile man refused to sit in arbitration with the school- 
master, and the result was the institution of the present 
action.

ORAL SLANDER. 
Moynaghan v. Callaghan. 

Mr. Curtis opened the pleadings. ‘The summons and 
plaint contained two counts, charging the defendant 
with having slandered the plaintiff by calling him“a 
perjured rascal.” The defendant traversed the speaking 
of the words, and meant that he did not speak them in 
the defamatory sense imputed. Damages were laid at 
£100. 

Mr. Rolle-tone, Q.C., with whom Sir C. O’Loghlen, 
Q.C., stated the case. 

Timothy Moynaghan, examined—I am the plaintiff in 
this action; I have been a paymaster-sergeant in the 
army, and am now a pensioner ; 1 reside in Mill-street, 
Cork, where I carry on the grocery and public-house 
business; I also sell leather; on the Ist of October last, 
a customer named Hare bought groceries in my shop; 
when he went out of the shop he was met by the defen- 
dant ; I went out and told Hare to go home, as it was 
not a night íor him to be out, his wife being so ill; I 
told him if he wanted money or goods he could have 
them ; the defendant made answer, and said that Hare 
wanted no money from “a perjured. rascal like me,” and 
to be off “ you perjured rascal ;” he followed me to the 
door repeating these words ; I had said nothing to pro- 
voke them ; I sold goods to the defendant about ten 
years ago, for which I processed him. 

The Deputy Clerk of the Peace of the Petty Sessions 
held at Fermoy proved that the defendant had been de- 
creed at the suit of the plaintiff fora sum of £2 2s.

Haffield v. Mackenzie. 

Mr. Purcell opened the pleadings, and Mr. Arm- 
strong, Q C., stated the case for the plaintiff. Mr. 
Haffleld was a surgeon, residing in Charlemont. street, 
in this city. The defendant was Emily Mackenzie, 
calling herself Lady Mackenzie, and sometimes Coun- 
tess Fernandez. About the last day of February, in 
the present year, the plaintiff was called upon by a 
messenger from the defendant, who said that he was 
required to attend upon her at her residence, Elm 
Grove, Newtown Park, Blackrock. Upon proceeding 
to the house referred to, he found the defendant suf- 
fering from a cutaneous disease which confined her to 
bed. He undertovk to cure her, and for that purpose 
entered into an agreement to accept, as remuneration, 
£5 per day. He effected a cure, and thereupon claimed 
£177. Of thissum £40 had been paid on account, 
and the present action was brought to recover the ba- 
lance remaining due of £137. 

Mr. Henry B. Haffield, examined by Mr. Armstrong, 
Q.C., stated that on the last day in February last, he 
was called upon by Corrigan, who informed him that his 
attendance was required at Elm Grove, the residence of 
the defendant; on proceeding thcre he found Lady Mac- 
kenzie to be suffering from exema; she informed him that 
she had had the advice of four medical men previously, 
but had derived no benefit whatever from it; one of them 
suggested amputation of a limb, but she said she would 
rather die than lose her leg; she asked how witness 
expected to be feed for his attendance upon her; he said 
that he could not presume to dictate to her ladyship, 
and that he felt himself quite sate in her hands; de- 
fendant then stated that she had been in the habit of 
Bonns £2 a visit to her last medical attendant from 

ublin ; witness said he was quite satisfied with the 
quotation—(a laugh)—she said that she required two 
visits to be paid each day, and that as at night she suf- 
fered most pain, it was necessary that the medical man 
should sleep in the house; it was ultimately agreed that 
£5 per day should be paid, a visit to be given each 
morning and evening, and witness to sleep in the house, 
ready to be called during the night; never agreed with 
her to charge nothing it he did not eflect a cure in six 

weeks; there was no agreement to effeet a cure in any 
specified time; the operation of dressing was very pain- 
ful and tedious, occupying two hours and a half each 
morning and evening; on the ard March, witness re- 
ceived a cheque from the defendant for £20, and a se- 
cond cheque for a similar amount on the 17th of the 
same month; after the 17th he objected to further at- 
tendance unless he was paid more regularly; it was 
then promised that he would be paid by the middle of 
June; on the 12th of April she wrote to inquire how 
they stood with respect to money matters, as she was 
going to Bath ; on the 18th April she proceeded to Bath, 
and witness accompanied her to the steamer. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jordan—I was called in to 
attend the defendant by Corrigan ; I never reeunmmended 
Corrigan’s wife to the defendant ; I have been so far 
fortunate professionally as to repair a nose—(a laugh 
I repaired a nose on a gentleman’s face in first-rate 
style; on my oath, as a medical man, the defendant re- 
quired three attendances during the day; I arrived at 
Elm Grove generally about eight o’clovkgin the even nz, 
and had tea there; the deferdant was suffering from 
exema, which is an erupt disease coming from the skin 
it literally means a boiling out; Iam not in the habit 
of charging five guineas a day to my patients, nor did 1
